At 8 o’clock of the same day, services were held in the church _ 
preparatory to the celebration of the Lord’s Supper. A sermon 
was preached by Rev. J. C. Duy, from Matt. x. 32, “ Whosoever _ 
‘therefore shall confess me before men, him will I Sthifties also be- -. 
fore my Father which is in heaven;” and the preparatory service 
was performed, by the President of the Ministerium.

- On the 12th of November, in accordance with the recommendation of the com- _ 
mittee on examination, I gave a license to Gustavus H. J. Dirkson, of Elmschenha- |

The Rev. Charles H. Siebke continues at Lafargeville, J es county, N.Y, 
his hands strengthened and his heart encouraged with the assurance that his labors 
are not in vain inthe Lord, Having complied with the requisitions of the Constitu- 

~ tion in relation to licentiates, an application will be made by his congregeton for his 

ordination at the present session. 
The Rev. A. H. M. Held, having sanalved a call from the newly organized con- 
gregation of St. Mark’s, in the city of New York, and an application being made 
by the officers of that church for his ordination, in accordance with the resolution of 
last Synod, | appointed a committee consisting of the Revs. C. F. E. Stohlman, C. 
Martin, L. Muller, F. G. Maschop and F. W. Geissenhainer, to attend to that duty. 
It appears from the report of the chairman of that committee that brother Held was 
ordained on the 23d of July, and that every indication gave promise ofa ako aca 
and happy union between him and his new congregation. 

The Rev. George H. Miller after visiting some of our vacant congregations, ac- 
cepted in January last an appointment as assistant teacher in our Theological Semi- 
nary at Hartwick, and intends to continue in that employment during the coming 
The Rev. C. A. Schroer, shortly after his licensure, accepted a call fromthe Ger- & 
man Lutheran church at Verona, where he has since been yer, | with evident to- ff 

kens of the divine approbation and blessing. _ 

The Rev. F. W. Weiskotten, as appears by a letter from brother Richenberg un- 
der whose supervision he was placed, and from other sources, is doing good in his 
. congregation in West Leyden, and hopes are entertained that by diligent study and 
the blessing of God, he may make more in dow my and rr 
tion. 
The Rev. F. H. Mooshake still in the city of New York, 
though I have received no official information as to his labors during the year. 
[regret to state that I cannot report thus favorably in relation to the Rev. J. G. 
- Schmidt, who was licensed at our last session to labor among his Scandinavian coun- — 
trymen in the West. In March last, I received a package of letters through the 

Rev. Chas, Martin, from different individuals at the West, seriously impeaching his _ 

‘moral standing and christian character, and shortly afterwards I received a commu- 
nication from the gentleman himself, asking for a dismission from our body. I in- 

formed him that as soon as he forwarded to the President the certificate of license — 

_we had given him, his name should be striken from the roll; but he has not complied — 
with my request, andas I am credibly informed has since left Chicago, and gone to 
parts unknown. The whole of this correspondence is herewith submitted that the 

Ministerium may take such action as a . PEOPSE regard for the interests of our Zion 

may require. 

_ There have been several removals and resignations during the year. 
In May last, the Rev. John Muhlhauser informed me that he had determined, af- 
ter due deliberation and prayer, to resign his charge as nee of the German Lu- 
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| 
theran congregation at Rochester, for the purpose of removing to Wisconsin, and 
| ministering to the spiritual wants of his destitute brethren there. He wishes to re- — 
™ tain his connection with this body, though he has accepted a commission from the 
American Tract Society, and will himself to their supervision 
and control. 
The Rev. George J. ideas hie resigned his pastoral cinta at Boston, and ac- 
cepted a call from the German Lutheran congregation at Rochester. .He preached 
his introductory there on the 23d of July, and remarks: ‘I felt very sorry that cir- 
cumstances would not allow me to call some of my brethren for the solemnity ofmy 
- jntroduction; but I have reason to believe the Lord Jesus introduced me, and the 
_ Holy Ghost held the introduction sermon.”” May the great Head of the cherch at 
5 _ bless these changes to the spiritual benefit of both pastors and people. 2 
 _ Under date of the 15th of June, the Rev. Lewis Miiller informed me of his ieanineal < 
= from Brooklyn, N. Y., to Charleston, S. C., and requested a dismissal from this body 
for the purpose of commetting himself with the Lathetan SynodofthatState. Such = 
dismission will be cheerfully granted, but as he desired his letter to be laid before the ei ae — 
Ministerium, I have deferred. writing to-him until after the adjournment. 
On the 11th of October, 1847, I received a letter from the Rey. F. G. Maschop, 
requesting a dismission from this body for the purpose of connecting himself with 
some other Lutheran Synod. As he retains his pastoral relations with a congrega- _ 
tion connected with this Ministerium, I did not deem myself authorized by the Con- — 
stitution to grant his request, and hereby refer the matter for your decision. © 
-' Under date of the 7th of August, the Rev. Edward Meyer informs me that he has _ 
resolved upon mature reflection to enter the ministry of the Protestant Episcopal 
church, for which he has been admitted as a candidate by bishop Delaney, and ten- 
- ders his resignation as a member of the New tome erie with his best wishes 
all the brethren. 
_ I perceive by the minutes of the General Synod of the Geil Lutheran daisies 
in Ohio, that the Rev. F. W. Fetter, a member of this Ministerium, connected him- 
self and his congregations with that body at its last session. With regard to this 
change in our brother’s ecclesiastical relations, we deem it necessary to remark, that 
~~ while we have no desire to coerce those to continue with us, who do not desire to

REPORT ON THE MINUTES OF SISTER SYNODS. 


“The committee on Synodical minutes respectfully report: : 

1. The seventeenth annual session of Hartwick Synod was held at ‘Waterlvo, Sept. 
2d, 1847. Connected with this body are 18 ordained ministers; 29 congregations; 

and 2,723 communicants. Rev. G. A. Lintner, D. D., President ; Rev. R. Dederick, 
Secretary ; and Rey.
